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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 24-28 have been newly added. Claims 18-28 are under consideration by the 
examiner. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Oath/Declaration 

A supplemental oath or declaration is required under 37 CFR 1.67 as set forth in the prior 
Office action. Applicant's response acknowledges that a new oath will be submitted. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The amendment to claim 18 and language in new claims 24-28 lacks 
antecedent basis in the specification. It is noted that this language parallels claim language in 
U.S. Patent 4,751,180 and the application that issued as the '180 patent is incorporated by 
reference into the instant specification; however, this terminology is not found in the present 
specification. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 18-28 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-22 of U.S. Patent No. 4,751,180 for the 
reasons set forth in the prior Office action. The new limitations in claim 18 are found in claims 
12-17 of the '180 and it would have been obvious to use these DNA sequences in the method of 
claims 1-11. 
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Applicant acknowledged this rejection in their response. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hallewall et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,252,476). 

Hallewall et al. discloses production of human superoxide dismutase fused to additional 
amino acids (for example a heterologous secretory signal sequence) in a variety of host cells 
including yeast, E. coli and subtilis. See abstract; claims; columns 2-3; column 6, line 51, 
through column 7, line 2. Such a heterologous secretory signal sequence would meet the 
limitation of a selectively cleavable link wherein said link provides for a selectively cleavable 
site.
